According to the state 
justice department, the par­ 
dons have been for vehicle 
code violations, disorderly 
conduct, burglary, shoplif­ 
ting, assault and violation of 
drug laws. 
The cases tend to be minor 
offenses. Only 48 of the 166 
persons Gov. Shapp par­ 
doned were sentended to jail 
terms. Mitchell said. 
Anybody convicted of a 
crime in the state may apply 
for a pardon.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
President Ford is not con­ 
sidering wholesale pardons 
for Watergate defendants, 
but 
would 
weigh 
any 
applications 
for 
them 
individually, White House 
spokesmen said Wednesday. 
As a new storm of disap­ 
proval hit the White House, 
spokesmen issued a series of 
qualifying statements amen­ 
ding the position enunciated 
24 hours earlier by acting 
press secretary John W 
Hushen. 
The Hushen statement had 
been interpreted to mean 
that Ford was giving con­ 
sideration to a blanket par­ 
don for more than two score 
individuals 
charged with 
Watergate and related offen­ 
ses. 
Congressional leaders said 
Wednesday the President 
told them his position on par­ 
dons had been misunder­ 
stood and authorized them to 
issue a statement to clear 
things up. 
As 
read 
by 
Senate 
minority leader Hugh Scott, 
R-Pa., the statement said: 
“ The 
announcement 
yesterday by Mr Hushen 
concerning a study of the 
entire m atter of presidential 
clemency and pardons was 
prompted by inquiries to the 
White Hpuse press office 
concerning 
Mrs. 
John 
Dean’s reported statement 
in reference to pardoning of 
her husband and similar 
public statements on behalf 
of others. 
“Such a study is, of cour-. 
se, made for any request 
concerning pardon of an 
individual. 
However, 
no 
inference should be drawn 
as to the outcome of such 
study in any case. Nor is my 
pardon 
of 
the 
former 
President, under the unique 
circumstances stated by me 
in granting it, related to any 
case which is or may be 
under study.” 


Hushen said Wednesday 
that his earlier statement 
“should have been broader 
to say that the President's 
pardoning power is what is 
under study.” He said there 
has been research involving 
that constitutional authority, 
citing the question of con­ 
ditional amnesty for Viet­ 
nam 
draft 
evaders and 
deserters and the study that 
preceded the unconditional 
pardon granted Sunday to 
Richard M. Nixon. 
Any requests for a pardon 
would be processed through 
the pardon attorney at the 
Justice Department.

3 Hill Students Change Plans; 
Miss Tragic Airline Accident

Had it not been for their determination to 
make the trip back to school from Charleston, 
S C. together, three Hill School students 
would have been in a plane crash that claimed 
the lives of 69 persons Wednesday. 
William Middleton and Arlington Johnson, 
returning students, and David Walker, a fir­ 
st-year student, all of Charleston, had plan­ 
ned to be on the early morning flight which 
mysteriously crashed near the Charlotte, 
N.C. airport. 
Mrs. Charles Watson, wife of The Hill 
School headmaster, said when she and her 
husband learned of the tragic accident Wed­ 
nesday morning they were concerned, 
knowing several Hill School boys from 
Charleston could have been on the flight. 
“We were afraid some of our boys might be 


on the plane,” she said, “and as I was trying 
to find a way to learn the names of the 
passengers, the father of one of the boys 
called.” 
David Walker’s father gave the Watsons the 
news they hoped for. 
The three boys were determined to make 
the flight to school together, Walker said, and 
when they found three seats were not 
available on the doomed aircraft they decided 
to take a later flight that same morning. 
“Evidently news of the crash arrived in 
Charleston just before the boys’ plane took 
off,” Mrs. Watson said, “because their paren­ 
ts did not allow them to make the second 
flight.” 
The boys, apparently shaken by the news of 
the crash, will come to school by train Friday, 
she added.

“We wfere coming in and 
the pilot seemed to pick up 
power. It was real foggy I

I got up, 
looked around and started 
running toward the woods.”

Nixon's Peers Say Ford Admitted Double Standard of Justice

CHICAGO — In the C-l tier at the county jail, the talk 
was about the biggest crime story’ of the day — how 
Richard M. Nixon beat the rap, even before anybody 
knew what the rap was, which must be some kind of 
record for rap-beating. 
A big, round-faced man sat at one of the heavy picnic 
tables in the common TV' room and chuckled: 
His pardon make (CQ) me glad. You know why I’m 
glad9 Because he’s a burglar. When a burglar get off, 
we’re glad and society’s sad. When a burglar get 
caught and sent to jail, we’resad and society’s glad.” 
He put his head back and laughed before saying: 
“See, he’s just a burglar who got off, so we’re real 
glad, and hypocritical society is pissed off and sad. " 
His laughter rumbled through the tier until Thomas 
Jefferson (real name), 53, started talking in a soft 
voice. The dozen or so prisoners paid close attention. 
Jefferson is an articulate, very distinguished looking 
black man, who has been in county jail for two years 
awaiting trail for robbery’.

policemen are using a new 
expansion 
bullet

“dumdum,” the hollow-point 
bullet 
flattens 
out 
and 
expands as its enters an 
individual’s 
body,

But they let 
Agnew back out nice and easy. And Nixon puts Ford in 
office so one hand can wash another ’’ 
Cook thought for a moment. 
“You know, it would have made the country look 
good, to show everybody that a President was not 
above the law. We could have shown the world that the 
American nation don’t give a damn who he was. We 
should have turned him around, made him step down, 
and booked him.” 
Waving his hands as he talked, Ray Martinez, 45. 
who is up on an involuntary manslaughter charge, 
said: 
“That man committed a crime just as well as we did. 
didn’t he? He has a much bigger crime than some of us 
because he had the trust of the people. 
“If he got a pardon, everybody should get a pardon 
We’re all different, but we all committed crimes. If 
they don’t want to punish him. then open up the gates to 
everybody.” 
Luther Wilson. 37. a hard-muscled little man. looked 
.angry. He is in for robbery. 
“Nixon stood there and declared a war on crime. 
Yet, he lay there in the White Hoase and he lie. He lie 
about knowing nothin’ on the tapes. He lie to everybody 
as long as he could. And then they go put the little 
Plumbers in jail. And what kind of jails they go to? 
Those are those Playboy Club federal jials. He can do 
something to the whole country, and now he gets all 
that money and his house is paid for.” 
The subject of money perked up the interest of a 
balding man in his mid 40’s. “Hey, tell me this. Fifteen 
years ago. he had to sell his house to run for governor 
of California. Now he’s a millionaire and his daughter 
has got $100,000 in the bank. 
“Nobody in this place has ever made that kind of 
score. So where are the pardons for us cheap thieves, 
huh? 
“He’s been humiliated a little. Well, I'll tell you 
what. For that kind of money, I’d take a lot of 
humiliating. I’ve taken a lot worse than humiliation for 
a lot less than he got.” 
Jefferson, the cool orator, spoke up again, to sum, up 
his feelings. 
“The country can survive Watergate and Nxion and 
his aides. But the country cannot survive the 
devastating truth that Ford revealed when he proved 
beyond a reasonable doubt the existence of two stan­ 
dards of justice. He proved that to the word. ”

Citizens May Lose Chance to Elect Attorney General 
) 


HARRISBURG ~ Is Penn­ 
sylvania going lo lose out on 
a golden opportunity to elect 
its attorney general? 
There is danger of this 
occuring unless the state 
senate acts with dispatch on 
House Bill 1118 which has 
been buried in its Senate 
R ules and Executive 
Nominations Committee sin* 
ce it passed «easily > the 
State House of Represen­ 
tatives last March 
Unless quick action is 
taken, the sands of 
legislative time will runout, 
thus killing the bill for this1 
session as the General 
Assembly “dies” Nov. 30 
(just three months hencei 
along with any bills not 


passed by that time. 
Failure to pass the bill 
during the next three months 
would mean Pennsylvania 
could not have an elected 
attorney general until the 
1980's at the soonest. This is 
because such a change 
requires an amendment to 
the State Constitution, 
entailing passage of the bill 
by two consecutive, 
s e p e r a teI y -e Ie c ted 
legislatures followed by a 
referendum 
If HB 1118 passes this 
year, the next legislature 
(which convenes in January, 
1975) could pass it in time for 
it to appear on the 1975 
primary election ballot If 
approved by the votors the 


olí ice of the attorney general 
would become an elected one 
in 1976 (the U.S. Bicenten­ 
nial, no less!). 
This column has long 
championed the cause of 
having the state's top legal 
officer elected rather than 
appointed by the governor, 
prim arily because the 
relationship under the 
present system makes the 
attorney general beholden to 
his boss, the governor. The 
right of appointment, 
naturally, gives a governor 
the power to get rid of his 
appointee. This is just what 
happened to Gov. Shapp’sfir­ 
st attorney general. J. Shane 
Creamer, following Mr. 
Creamer s “family” feud 


with State Police Com­ 
missioner Rocco Urella 
Gov Shapp fired Mr Urella 
and Mr. Creamer resigned 
under pressure 


Any sentiment favoring 
election of the attorney 
general should not be con­ 
strued. necessarily, as per­ 
sonal criticism against the 
incumbent, Israel Packel. 
because the same problem 
arises regardless of which 
party is in power, i.e., an 
attorney general is by and 
large expected to abide by 
the wishes of his boss — the 
governor This is simply a 
matter of loyalty along with 
sure knowledge that the axe 
can be wielded 


Although HB 1118 breezed 
through the House of 
Representatives (179-8) it 
must be kept in mind that 
t h e 
c h a m b e r is 
R epublic an-con trolled 
whereas the senate is under 
the d om ain of the 
Democratic Party which 
Gov. Shapp heads. 


Messrs. Shapp and Packel 
already voiced their staunch 
opposition to this proposal on 
grounds it would make the 
office a “political” one. Sin­ 
ce Mr. Shapp's influence in 
the state senate has been 
growing steadily there is 
undoubtedly strong pressure 
to keep the bill “bottled up” 
in senate committee. 


This is unfortunate 
because the time certainly is 
ripe for such enlightened 
legislation. Just the other 
day, for example. Auditor 
General Robert P. Casey 
charged that the State 
Justice Department which is 
headed by the attorney 
general failed to pursue 
vigorously an alleged 
political kickback case said 
to have involved a high 
Democratic official.

NEW YORK - FBI Direc- 
tor Clarence Kelley’s 
282-pqge report on crime in 
the U. S. for 1973 is so pain­ 
stakingly neat that a reader 
has to shake himself now 
and then to realize that what 
the man is saving is that his 
agents, and the forces of law 
and order ¡r\ general, are 
abysmally losing the second 
Civil War. 
Its text and charts would 
be more appropriate for a 
Department of Agriculture 
tract on the Des Moines hog 
market, or an HEW study on 
the pollen count. The 
shocking thing about the FBI 
report is that there is not one 
scream of outrage in it, no 
damnation of indifferent or 
corrupt judges, no reference 
to the blunt fact that the 
proudest nation in the world 
is going to hell in a bucket of 
blood. 
“The law enforcement 
effort is limited to factors 
within its control,” one 
asinine non-sequitur reads. 
But the charts! They are 
beautiful! 
For example, a page 
devoted to “Crime Clocks.” 
It shows nine clocks whose 
single hands are at different 
points on the face. They are 
so meticulously drawn that 
one tends to overlook the 
captions which read: 
Serious Crimes, 16 each 
minute. Violent Crimes 
(murder, forcible rape, rob­ 
bery or assault to kill), one 
every 36 seconds. Murder, 
one every 27 minutes. For­ 
cible rape, one every 10 
m inutes. A ggravated 
assault, one every 76 secon­ 
ds. Robbery, one every 82 


seconds. Burglary, one 
every 12 seconds. Lar- 
ceny-theft, one every seven 
seconds. Auto theft, one 
every 34 seconds. 
There are lots and lots of 
agate type breakdowns of 
these basic “Crime Clocks” 
figures, most of them 
featuring blizzards of 
decimal points that must 
have leaked out of the expen­ 
sive computers. But decimal 
shesimal, did you know' 
there were 626 crimes 
"known to the police” com­ 
mitted in Berks County. Pen­ 
nsylvania, last year as 
opposed to 4,361 in 
Clackamas County. Oregon? 
There were 8.638,400 
crimes in America last year. 
869,500 of them violent, 4,116 
offenses for each 100.000 
inhabitants. 
Property valued at more 
than $2.500.000,000 was 
stolen in the course of 382,680 
ro b b e r ie s, 2,540,900 
burglaries, 4,304,000 lar­ 
cenies and 923,600 auto thef­ 
ts, 
“Those dollar losses were 
reduced by 37 per cent due to 
police recoveries,” the FBI 
book says with a note of 
pride. 
Seventy-one per cent of the 
weapons used by mugs to kill 
law enforcement officers 
were handguns — mostly 
Saturday Night Specials. 
If you doubt that there's a 
war on within the U.S., con­ 
sider this: Last year, 15 out 
of every 100 law enfor­ 
cem ent officers were 
assaulted while on duty; 
19,510 citizens were mur­ 
dered — more than were 
killed in action in some of the 


great invasions and battles 
of World War II. Fifty-three 
per cent of all murders were 
committed with handguns, 
up 46 per cent since 1968, and 
assaults through the use of a 
firearm have increased 63 
per cent. 
But not a word in the 
report that is the least bit 
critical of the National Rifle 
Association, Congress’s pet 
lobby. 
The FBI is concentrating, 
however, on at least one 
American, though he has no 
known criminal background. 
About 400 G-men are looking 
into the past and present of 
Vice President-designate 
Nelson A. Rockefeller. 
There’s a shady character 
for Vou! Can he account for 
his whereabouts over the 
past 30 years, except such 
obvious “covers” as gover­ 
nor of New York, director of 
the Rockefeller Center, 
co-ordinator Inter-Am 
affairs and Assistant 
Secretary of State for 
A m erican R epublics 
affairs? 
Where did he get his 
dough, aside from the flimsy 
alibi that his grandfather 
was a crotchety old 
billionaire named John D. 
Rockefeller? Did he get any 
help attaining his Phi Beta 
Kappa key at Darthmouth— 
like Teddy Kennedy got help 
at Harvard? 
It’s comforting to know 
that this eternal vigilance is 
pursuing its course.

National Geographic 
Pakistan's Fierce Pathans 
Would Laugh at Gun Control 


WASHINQTON - The 
ex-guards of the Khyber 
Pass are as gun-happy as 
ever. 
The Pathans. the fiercely 
independent tribesmen of 
Pakistan and Afghanistan, 
consider a weapon as much 
a part of their attire as the 
colorful turbans they wear. 
Most. Pathans of warrior 
age prefer the volas dazze. 
or 11-shot. 303-caliber, bolt 
action rifle modeled on the 
old British Enfield. In their 
great filial piety, however, 
the pathans have not forgot­ 
ten their elders. 
“For the man too old to 
handle the volas dazze,” 
savs a village headman, “we 
make simpler weapons. Our 
agin g fath ers carry 
sawed-off shotguns, or this 
little machine pistol which 
fires 15 shots in one burst. 
“ For the bedridden, 
b e h o ld 
th is foun- 
tain-pen-type gun loaded 
with a single .32 cartridge 
and fired by pulling and 
releasin g this spring 
plunger." 
When the British were 
trying to govern Pakistan s 
unruly North-West Frontier, 
they often made out-of-town 
P athans check their 
weapons at the city limits of 


Peshawar, the Pathan 
metropolis. Since indepen­ 
dence, however,* tribesmen 
ramble the city carrying 
weapons, 
“ The Street of the 
Storytellers and the Bazaar 
of the Goldsmiths look as if 
they were patrolled by a 
conquering arm y.” a 
National Geographic writer 
noted recently. 
The Kyber Pass begins 11 
miles west of Peshawar. The 
fabled 33-mile corrider 
twists through the moun­ 
tains. linking Pakistan and 
Afghanistan. The govern­ 
ment of Pakistan pays the 
Pathans to guard the steep, 
boulder-strewn approaches 
to the pass against bandits 
and smugglers. 
Contraband has become 
one of the region s major 
industries, Using narrow 
trails cut into the rock a few 
hundred feet below the main 
Khyber road, Pathan 
tribesmen on the other side 
of the law sm uggle

everything from television 
sets to automobile parts on 
the backs of donkeys, mules, 
and camels. 
For centuries before the 
smugglers, the Khyber’s 
rugged slopes provided 
near-perfect cover for defen­ 
ding armies. Neverless. 
invaders from central Asia 
poured across Afghanistan 
and onto the Punjab plain 
through the Khyber. 
During the late 19th cen­ 
tury, when the British in 
India feared Russia’s Asian 
ambitions, they subsidized 
the Pathans of the border 
country. The tribes, thus 
kept in testy idleness 
spoiling for a fight, acted as 
a buf fer against invasion. 
O c c a s i o n a l l y the 
tribesmen bit the hand that 
fed them and raided British 
holdings in the lowlands. 
Then a British punitive 
expedition would sweep the 
pass clean, raze a few 
villages as an object lesson, 
md retreat, leaving the field 
to the returning marauders. 
On rocky walls beside tt* 
Khyber road, plaques still 
proclaim British campaign* 
of the 19th century that wen 
marked by heroic deeds 
hazardous sieges and wear 
marches.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
T h e 
n a t i o n ’ s 
drought-shriveled com crop, 
a key to much of the con­ 
sumer food supply in 1975, 
has improved slightly as the 
result of recent rains but still 
will be 11 per cent below last 
year’s record harvest, the 
Agriculture Department 
said Wednesday. 
Based on indications Sept, 
1, the 1974 crop is estimated 


at 4.994,730,000 bushels, up 29 
million from the forecast a 
month ago. the department’s 
Crop Reporting Board said. 
The soybean crop was 
estimated* at 
1,315,792,000 
bushels, up slightly from the 
August forecast. But the 
report said the harvest will 
be 16 per cent less than last 
year’s. 
As 
ingredients 
for 
livestock 
feed, com and 


soybeans are the major 
building blocks for meat, 
poultry and dairy products 
Both crops were delayed by 
too much rain at planting 
time last spring and have 
suffered drought effects this 
summer. 
The delayed planting last 
spring 
means 
potential 
trouble now from killing 
frosts. Some damage to com 
in the upper midwest was 


reported last week and if 
more 
freezing 
weather 
comes 
before 
com and 
soybeans are fully mature 
their yeilds could be cut fur­ 
ther.

Chesferbrook Purchase Eyed 
'Forgotten Land' Remembered in Park Tiff 


By THOMAS HYLTON 
Mercury Staff Writer 
Chesterbrook is a pristine 
oasis in the vast suburban 
sprawl that surrounds 
Valley Forge State Park, 
Somehow, its 865 acres of 
rolling farm, and, woodlands,, 
threaded by the meandering 
Valley Creek, managed to 
survive intact through the 
urban blitzkrieg touched off 
by the completion of the Pen­ 
nsylvania Turnpike and the 
Schuylkill Expressway. 
C hesterbrook was a 
forgotten land until 1970, 
when, Philadelphia builder 
Richard Fox proposed 
building a “new town” for 
9,000 people on the Chester­ 
brook site. 
Fox designed a planned 
community, like Columbia. 
Md., that would contain 1,238 
townhouses. 1,500 garden 
apartments, 765 mid-rise 
apartm ents. 117 single 
family homes, a 101-acre 
office park, a 250-unit resort 
motel, a 14-acre community 
center and a 150-acre golf 
- course. 
When Fox presented his 
proposal to the Tredyffrin 
Township Planning Com­ 
mission in May, 1971, 
w idespread opposition 
sprung up from greater 
Valley Forge area residents 
EXTRA STRAIN 
They feared the extra traf­ 
fic and strain on municipal 
services the development 
would bring. 
Several well-financed 
c i t i z e n s * groups we re 
organized to fight the 
development but the plan 
was approved by the town­ 
ship supervi,sors despite 
their efforts. Chesterbrook 
was a model community that 
was tough to beat on legal 
grounds. 
For example. Fox hired a 
nationally respected ecology 
c o n su lta n t, McHarg 
Associates, to study the 
ecological effects of the 
development. He pronoun* 
ced the Chesterbrook Com­ 
m unity environmentally 
sound. 
But another, lesser-known, 
ecologist hired by the 
citizens’ groups claimed that 
further studies were needed 
to show that the run-off from 
the concrete areas of 
Chesterbrook, wou 1 d, not 
flood Valley Creek. If Valley 
Creek flooded, they pointed 
out. Washington’s headquar­ 
ters in Valley Forge, an 
irreplaceable building, 
would be destroyed. 
McHargs objectivity was 
questioned because he is 
associated with the Univer­ 
sity of Pennsylvania's 
University City Science Cen­ 
ter, A, large tract of the 
Chesterbrook land was 
owned by the University of 
Pennsylvania before Fox 
made his development 
proposal. 
At the same time residents 
were thinking of ways to 
scuttle Chesterbrook. mem­ 
bers of the Valley Forge 
Park Commission came to 
the realization that Chester­ 
brook was the last area that 
could be added to the park — 
"the last open vista.” accor- 
dint to Mrs. Annamaria 
Malloy, chairman of the 
Park Commission 


HISTORIC SITE 
Chesterbrook was. alter 
all. an historic site, con­ 
taining the Valley Forge 
headquarters of three 
Re v o 1 u t i o n a r y War com­ 
manders. In 1972. the park 
commission voted to acquire 
the Chesterbrook land. The 
commission has no power 
whatsoever to purchase the 


land itself but it convinced 
Gov. Shapp to have state 
officials study the matter 
Shapp directed the Penn­ 
sylvania Historical and 
Museum Commission to 
make a study in mid-Decem­ 
ber, 1973 Within three 
weeks, an amazingly short 
amount of time for any state 


Wewer added, ' From an 
historical point of view, 
expanding the perimeter of 
the park is not essential.” 
M au rice Goddard, 
secretary of the state Depar­ 
tment of Environmental 
Resources, added his sup­ 
port to the historical com­ 
mission. saying Chester- 
Valley Forge 
Under Siege 
Part HI 


the historical com­ 
m ission recommended 
against park acquisition of 
the site. 
William Wewer. director 
of the historical commission, 
said there was no good 
reason to oppose the 
Chesterbrook development. 
“One of my concerns is that 
the state cannot just own 
every historical building in 
the state," he said. “Penn­ 
sy lv a n ia owns more 
historical sites than any 
state in the union and we 
don’t have the money to 
preserve the sites we do 
have." 


brook was a better plan than 
most developments. 
“ I p h ilosop h ically 
disagree with expanding 
Valley Forge,,” he said, 
“because 
I think parks 
should be spread out in a 
ring around the city.” 
R A C IA L BIGOTS 
W illia m W i 11 c o x , 
secretary of community 
affairs, called the opponents 
of Chesterbrook “economic 
and racial bigots." He 
stressed that people need 
housing and Chesterbrook 
wfas a good plan. (Heneglec­ 
ted to mention that Chester­ 
brook would be medium to 


high incom e housing, 
however.) 
The historical commission 
thinks the money would be 
better spent buying the 
Keene Industries insulation 
plant in the middle of the 
park. 
The sprawling plant, just 
above an abandoned quarry 
in the park, spews black 
smoke daily from its tall 
smokestacks, making it an 
obvious eyesore. 
The plant was built a 
decade before the park was 
created in 1893 and never 
acquired as the park expan­ 
ded around it. 
Strangely enough, the 
park commission vehemen­ 
tly opposes the acquisition of 
the plant, mainly because it 
feels the money should be 
spent for Chesterbrook 
instead. 
(The money for either 
project would have to be 
appro rpiated from the Penn­ 
sylvania Legislature, which 
has not done so. I 
The park commissions 
view is that the plant, can be' 
obtained anytime, whereas 
Chesterbrook, is a, once and 
gone opportunity.

cheaply in the future 
because it may go out of 
business fo r lack of 
materials. 
But Horace Will cox, 
superintendent of Valley 
Forge State Park, said the 
Keene plant can operate 
indefinitely. “They have a 
perfect location,” he said. 
Through 1972 and 1973. it 
looked like the state wasn't 
going to take action on either 
property. 


GOVERNOR LOOKS 
Rut Mrs., Malloy per­ 
suaded Gov. Shapp to come 
and look at Chesterbrook on 
Arbor Day. The governor 
immediately recognized that 
Chesterbrook was not only a 
rare and, beautiful land, that 
should be preserved, it was 
also a rare and beautiful 
issue that could win the 
hearts and minds of thousan­ 
ds of Chester County 
Republicans. 
Technically, Shapp’s 
promise to look into Chester­ 
brook acquisition didn't 
mean anything,, but it 
provided a tremendous 
strategic and psychological 
boost to opponents of the 
development. 
Within a month. Fox 
offered a com/promise 
proposal to sell half of 
Chesterbrook to Valley 
Forge and to develop the 
other half. 
M rs. M alloy wasn’t 
impressed. “Fox is willing to 
give up the part of the 
deve,1 opm,ent with mainly 
single homes on it,” she snif­ 
fed. “He's not going to make 
his money on the single 
homes and they don’t worry 
me as flood hazards because 
they have yards to soak up 
the storm water."

The vice president of 
Phoenixville Borough Coun­ 
cil has charged the Phoenix­ 
ville Police Department with 
withholding news in the 
realm of public information. 
A nd 
w h i l e 
t he 
administrative head of the 
department. Phoenixvilles 
M,ayor Joseph Somber. 
strongly denied the charge, 
borough council set up a 
special meeting where the 
allegations will be probed. 
Leveling the charge 
during council’s September 
meeting was Robert M 
Gray. Third Ward member 
of council and its vice 
president. 
Gray, who also is a mem­ 
ber of the Governor’s J ustice 
Commission, the agency 
which dispenses federal fun­ 
ds to police departments, 
said he felt police in 
Phoenixville were over-step­ 
ping their bounds by making 
individual determinations of 
what to release to news 
reporters.

This deal occurred in the 
match between the United 
States and Norway in 1970. The 
.American NortfPSouth pair bid 
aggressively to three no trump 
and would have made this 
unstylish contract had West led 
a club and continued the suit 


after declarer tried a spade 
finesse at trick two. 
But whether South would 
have made three notrump will 
never be known because East, 
his mind elsewhere, led. the four 
of clubs at trick one out of turn. 
The

governing an 
opening lead out of turn give 
declarer a choice of four 
penalties he can exact, one of 
which is to accept the lead out of 
turn. Play progresses normally 
if declarer accepts the lead out 
of turn. 
South, seeing only his own 
hand, did not much fancy a club 
lead, and accordingly he asked 
the proper player, West, to lead, 
at the same time barring West 
frtfm leading a club, which was 
one of South’s rights. 
This proved to be a mighty 
poor choice when. West elected, 
to lead the ace and another 
heart. As a result, South went 
down four to the tune of 400 
points! 
Declarer might have done 
better had he applied Gold- 
water’s Law (named after 
Harry Goldwater, tournament 
director of the American 
Contract Bridge League). 
According to the Goldwater 
principle, a. declarer should 
always accept an opening lead 
out of turn, declining the other 
options available to him. 
Goldwater's theory is that if 
someone is not a good enough 
bridge player to know- whose 
lead, it is, after the auction, is 
over, the chances are that he 
also doesn’t know the best lead 
for his side. 
Poss ib ly G o Id. w a ter ’ s Law 
would have worked out well in 
the present case — but we’ll 
never know for sure.

For the first time in a long while, there is talk of 
a football title at Upper Perkiomen.
